- In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 46 - A of the Punjab Courts Act 1973 , as amended 
by Act IX of 1922 . the Hon ble the Chief Tustice and Judges 
are pleased to make the following amendments to the rules 
contained in Chapter 17 - B , High Court Rules and Orders, 
Vol . I : 
(i ) Substitute the following for rule 12- A inserted by 

correction slip No. 59-Rules / XIV . 8 dated 16th June , 

1959 : 
12 -A (1) Every licensed petition - writer shall acquire 

training in the mode of taking finger -prints in such 

manner as the High Court may prescribe . 
ii ) A certificate by the District & Sessions Judge of the 

District in which a petition -writer ordinarily prac 
tises, in the form given below , shall be conclusive 
proof that the petition -writer has acquired this 

training : 
" Certified that Shri . . . . 

has received the necessary training in the art of 
taking correct thumb impressions on documents 
with the aid of rubber - roller . tin slab and prin 
ter s ink . He is, however , not qualified to do any 
other kind of finger print work . 


( ii) Add the following as proviso 2 to rule 1 , Chapter 

17 - B , annended by correction sip No . 62- Rules / XIV . 8 

dated 12th June 1961 : 
" Provided further that the licence will not be renewed 

unless the petition -writer produces the certificate 
prescribed in Rule 12 - A in proof of his having 
obtained the necessary training in the art of taking 

finger-prints ." 
(iii ) Substitute the following for Rule 29 , Chapter 17 - B : 
“ 29 . Any licensed petition - writer who acts in violation 

of any of the rules numberot 7, 9 , 11 , 12 , 12 - A . 
14, 15 , 16 , 18 , 19 , 20 , 21 and 24 shall be liable to 
penalty not exceed ng Rs. 50 and also to his licence 
being suspended or cancelled . "
